PANIC ON *CHANGE, 


Three Failures Reported To-Day 
and Many More An- 
ticipated. 


Charles Slayback, President of the 
Merchants’ Exchange in a 
Critical Conditon. 


J. Schreiner & Co., Slayback, 
Smyth & Co., Harlow, Spen- 
cer & Co., all in 
Difficulty. 


Great Excitement on the Floor of the 
Exchange—Much Uneasiuess in 


Commercial Circles, 


The extraordinarily heavy drop in prices of 
wheat and corn in the past two days had 
strained the longs minds and bank accounts 
moat terribly,and many were the couvnte- 
nances made haggard by anxiety that have 
been on the floor of late. The bulls have 
been carrying enormous loads for 
weeks “ith values inflated by specuiation 
entirely, and when thecrash came it carried 
everything beforeit. This morning’s faii- 
ure of Harlow, Spencer & Co. was the first 
to be announced and the thoughts or the 
speculative operators at once turned toward 
houses that were known to be long on wheat 
and corn. Atthe afternoon board the 
feeling was extremely anxious and uneasy. 
The news received of the fail- 
ure of Preston & Co., of New York, 
one of tne largest grain houses in that 
market,created a sensation, as they were well

Prices continued to drop steadily under the 
persistent forcing tactics employed by the 
bears. After the doors closed it was quietly 
whispered around that there

among local operators,they having been called 
on for margins and failed toirespond.Jjfhis news 


created great excitement; there was a scurry- 
ing to their offices by the principals, to see 


whether they had been caught. by

prices down. Sv successful were they in this 
that March wheat fellto $1 27, April to $1 28 
and May to $1 25%, whie Muay corn was 
freely offered at 60c.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Two Men Killed and More Seriously

HARRISBURG, PA., February 9—A terrible 


accident occurred on the Penonsylvania Rail- 
road near Huntingdon this morning,resulting 
in the death of Engineer David Coulter and 
: Conerstone, a brakeman, and fatally injur- 
ing Fireman Kennedy, all of Altoona. 
An axle on the car of the east-bound 


‘ freight broke and the car jumped over on to 


the other track just as the West bound 
freight came ‘along, the engine of the latter 
striking the car with great force. The engi- 
neer and fireman had notime tojump. They 
together with the conductor were carried 
along with the wreck until ail jumped the 
track and rolled down the embankment into 
the water. After the first wreck the engine 
of another train crashed into the rear end 
of one of the disabled trains.

and United States military land 
? warrants located in the State 
of Ohio after her admission into 


the Union,) whose enabling acts of admission 
into the Union contain a stipulation for the 
payment of 5 per centum on the sales of pub- 
tlic lands therein, and provides that it shall 
_be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to pay such States5 per centum on the 
amount of lands so located, estimating their 
Vaiue at $1 25]per acre. Lands upon which 5 
per centuim has been paid excluded.

Five Noted Crooks Arrested—A Big Plan 
to Victimize the Chicago 
Banks Frustrated.

CHICAGO, February 9.—A great sensation 
‘has been created in police and criminal circles 
bythe arrest here of five expert forgers from 
Néew York by officers of Pinkerton’s 
Detective Agency. Lawrence and Preston 
were caughtin the act of passing a forged 
check of Isaae Maxwell, of the stock vards, 
for $480. Materials for extensive raids on 
the banksaund business houses of Chicago 
were in the possession of the others and the 
wuole gang are intimately linked together. 
Jack Brush, who under the name 
of George Halford acted as 8 
leader of the party, is a former pal of

| Charles Brockway, the expert forger, now in 
‘the Knode Island penitentiary. An elegantly 


dressed individual found in Brush’sjcompany, 

gave the name of John Morton, and said that 

he followed the profession of a gambler, 

and be was identified as John Miller, and 
A NOTORIOUS CRIMINAL, 

who has made arecord for himself in New 

York, Philadelphia and other Eastern cities. 


He used to associate almost 
exclusively with bank -burgiars, and it is 
onty of late that he has taken a 


‘‘new departure’? in the line of forgery. 


Miller is the man who figured some 
time ago in a great sensation 
at Reading, Pa. He _ captured the 


affections ofa wealthy young lady there and 
induced her to steal $15,000 in government 
bonds from her father and then elope with 
him. 

He will probably be banded over to the 
authorities of New Jersey, for he is 
‘‘wanted” in that State for a number of 
da ing crimes. Preston, alias Fisher, 1s 
about 23 years of age, dark complexion 
and hair, a very handsome and plausible 
man. Since boyhood he has assuciated with 
such noted forgers as Andy Roberts, Valen- 


tine Gleason, George Wade, Wilkes and Chas,

O. Brockway. He has superintended the 
getting of the checks and presenting them for 
payment. 

Wiliam Lawrence, the operator caught 
getting the $430 at the Union National Bank, 
is about forty-five years old, five feet seven 
incbes high, dark complexion, dark hair, 
black side whiskers and mustache. He has 
the appearance of a genteel and well-to-do 
business maa. 

THE GANG 
were just getting in their preliminarv work 
when arrested. There was one bank they 
had marked for $12,000—bad the checks all 
ready. The Isaac Maxwell check that we 
caucht them on would have been honored 
for $10,000. He is a prominent stock- 
yard man, In their Ossession were 
found checks on neariy all of the banks in 
the city, especially the Northwestern, Na- 
tional, First National, Bank of British North 
America, Illinois National, Canadian Bank 


of Commerce and others.

Kring Wins in His Long Fight 
Against the Gallows.

He is Granted a Stay by Judge Miller, 
of the U. S. Supreme Court,

Which Will Probably Take Seven 
Years More. 


And the Murderer of Dora Broemser 
Will Notbe Hung Feb. 24. 


Shortly after 1 o’clock this afternoon the 
most important scene in the Kring case was 
enacted in the judges’ room of the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court. When Judge Mfiller left the 
bench in the Hannibal and St. Joe case, he 
immediately returned to the private room, 
where he was followed by Mr. McIntyret 
the Attorrey General of the State, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Harris, and L. D. Seward, 
Kring’s attorney. A JT’OsST-DISPATCH re- 
porter was the only other occupant of the 
room. Judge.Miller immediately called up 
the Kring case anc said he had looked through 


the papers. Attorney General Mclutyre 
arose and said that, in bis opinion, this was 


a case for the State to decide. The United 
States Supreme Court had _ nothing 
to do with the matter. Mr. 
Harris staried to explain what = an 


ex post facto law was, but Judge Miller in- 
terr:upted him right away, saving: “I have 
looked into this imatter, und I do not desire 
to hearany further argument. Ido not see 
wbat 1 can do in this case but grant the ap- 
peal. 1 must, under the law, issue this writ 
of error te the Supreme Court, and I will now 
doso.”’ 

At this statement everybody in the room 
looked at everybody else. Mr. Harris 
turned ashly pale, but remained standing. 
Seward, Kring’: attorney, tried as best he 
could to suppress his feeling, but he failed. 
He attempted to say sometbing, but oaly 
muttered a word. Judge Miller iaterrupted 
the hush by calling for the writ oferror and 
signing it. While he was doing so he said: 
‘*There is no doubt that che defendantin this 
case is entitled to this appeal. The provis-~ 
ion of the constitution of the state in force 
at the time the offense was  com- 
mitted and the indictment returned, pro- 
vided that one who had been 
convicted of, or had pleaded guiity of mur- 


-der iu the second degree, could not be again } 


poe on trial for muruerin the first degree. 
The new constitution of the state provides 
that he can. I have no hesitatian in saving 
that I think the latter is a strong case of ex 
post facto law and it is therefore that I grant 
the appeal.’’ 

Juug~ Miller then signed the writ of error 
ahd tbe supersedeas. The writ is made re- 
turnable to the Supreme Court of the U.S.. 
onthe second Monday in October, so that 
Charles F. King has, at least, 
a good chance of living until next Christmas 
and probably for several years. The proba- 
bilities are now very strong that he will 
never swing for the murder of Dora Broem- 
ser. When Judge Miller had signed whe writ 
he turned to the Attorney-General 
and asked, *“*What about the custody of the 
prisoner??? 

Mr. Harris: The law of the state provides 
that the prisoner shai] remain in the custedy of 
the sheriff, and that if any bail is to be given, 
itis to be given to the state, etc. 

Judge Miller expressed himself as satisfied, 
stating that, of course,the granting of the writ 
acted as a supersedeas and stay of execution 
The Supreme Judge then handed the signed 
writ of error to Mr. Seward, who took it 
very eagerly. *“*Get the clerk to put the seal of 
this court on the writ,” he said. “One 
copy of it will have to be deposited with the 
cler& of the State Supreme Court and the 
citation must be served on Mr. McIntyre 
also.’? 

Mr. Seward—“*Will you accept service here 
and now, Mr. McIntyre.’’ 

Mr. Mclatyre—‘*l suppose I might as 
weil.” . 

The Attorney-General then took up the 
appeal bond that bad been filed in the case 
and said: ‘*Your honor, how about this 
bond of $1,000?” 

Judge Miller: ‘*There is no need of an ad- 


ditional bond in the case. The whole 
cost of bringing the matter to 
the Supreme Court, for which 


the bond is filed, will probably not be more 
than $300. It cannot be more than $500. The 
$1,000 bond is sufiicient.”’ 

Mr. Mcintyre: *“*But Fritz Kring, the de- 
fendant’s father, signs it, and we know 
nothing about him or his ability to give 
security. ’”’ 

Mr. Seward: “If yon will look on the hack, 
you will see that the maker of the bond 
swears that he is worth at least $15,000 clear 
of ail incumbrance, and that ne has $6,000 in 
property situated in this city.” 

Mr. MclIntvre expressed himself as satisfied 
with this statement, and the last obstacle in 
Kring’s way passed off. 

The proceedings here ended. Messrs. Mc- 
Intyre and Harris left the room 
hurriedly. The latter appeared very 
much disappointed, but would say nothing. 
Mr. Seward rushed down to Mr. 
Selby’s office, had the seal of 
the court attached to the document, 
and then started in hot haste for the Four 
Courts to inform Kring of his new good 
fortune. A Post-DISPATCH reporter 
walked with him. Assoon as the attorney 
could cool down enough to speak he said, 
**Well, this is a victory.’’ 

“Yes. What were the exact grounds on 
which Judge Miller granted the appea!?” 

“They were as follows: You will remember 
that Kring once pleaded guilty to murder in 
the second degree, and was sentenced to the 
penitentiary, the sentence being «fterwards 
set aside. Under the old Constitution of the 
State, which was in vovue until 1575, it was 
provided that a man who had once pleaded 
guilty to or had been convicted of 
murder in the first degree, couid not 
afterwards be tried for murderin the first 
decree. The new Constitution, passed in 
1875, stated that he could. Kring’s offense 
was committed, and the indictment in his case 
returned under the oid Constitution, and 
we have always claimed that the provisions 
of that instrument governed it, and that the 


new constitution had nothing to 
do with the matier. Judge Mil- 
ler said, in granting tie appeal, 


that he noticed that we had made this point 


before all the courts, and that 
they had all decided against 
us. He thought it 


good, however. 
He considers the new constitution an ex post 
facto lawin tbe case. The matter goes to 
the U, 8. Supreme Court, because it involves 
& cootiict between the decisions of 
the state acts and the Constitution of the 
United: States. The latter provides thatr 

expost )facto laws shall be allowed to

He will be set at liberty.’’ 

When Mr. Seward informed Kring that the 
writ and supersedeus had been granted 
the latter smiled, but said 
nothing. He was pot nearly 
so much excited as his attorney or the jail 
guards who heardthe newsand had been 
watching him. 

THE ULTIMATE EFFECT. 

The opinion of the ieading men at the bar, 
among them Charlea P. Johnson and D. P. 
Dyer, was canvassed in a few minutes touch- 
ing the ultimate effect of the Supreme 
Courtinterposition. The general impression 
of these high legal interpreters is that Kring 
would, in the event of the United States Su- 
preme Court sustaining the grounds of error, 
be sentenced under his plea of guilty to mur- 


der in the second degree, providing 
that the error should be gus- 
tained on the jeopardy plea, 


If sustained on the change of venue feature 
of the appeal, he would get another trial for 
murder in the-tirst degree. Inno case, how- 
ever would he be released from jail. 

KRING’S LONG FIGHT FOR HIS NECK. 


Charies F. Kriog shot Dora Broemser 
on the 4th of January, 1875. She died on the 
16h of the same month. He 


was indicted bv the Grand Jury at the Febru- 
ary term of 1875, and was arraigned on the 
20th of March, same year, before the 
Criminal Court, Judge Jones presiding. 
The defendant pieaded not guilty. 

The case first cameto triai on December 
20, 1875, and the jury found Kring guilty of 
mu: der in the first degree. Onthbe 5th of 
Februarv, 1876, Judge Jones sentenced Kring 
to hang on March 24, of the sameyear. The 
Court of Appeals, however, on March 20, 
granted him-a new trial on the grouna that 
his hands were handcuffed during the trial. 
The Supreme Court sustained the Court of 
Appeais. The case was then contisued from 
tiine to time until May 21, 1878, when anotner

trial began. Oa the third dav juror 
was taken sick and thet, trial 
was abandoned. Kring was called to the bar 
of the Criminal Court to the next 
term, on January 21, 1879. This 


time the jury disagreed and were discharged, 
Kring made a demand to be 
admitted to bail, but wasrefused. Contin- 
uances were granted until October, 1880. 


Then Circuit Attorney Beach, who had 
prosecuted Kring from * the be- 
ginning died, and Acting Circuit 


Atttorney Josh. Ladue consented to accept 
the plea of murder in the secand degree, 
which was Kring’s safety to-day. Judge 
Laughlin then sentenced Kring ‘%o twenty- 
five years in the penitentiary. The defendant 
expected a shorter sentence, and was dis- 
satisfied. He finally appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which set aside the sentence. 
A plea of not guilty was entered this 
next time.

Trying to Recover $30,000 From the 
Heirs of W. J. Lewis. 
silt ascii ile 
Which it is Alleged he Received from the 
**Slush’’ Fund—tharles Peck 
on the Stand. 


The trial of the great insurance-bonus 
suit, Mutual Receiver Bent against the Wm 
J. Lewis estate, was resuméd this morning 
in Judge Lindiey’s court. The proceeding® 
attracted quite an audience of interested 
persons nore or less familiar with the past 
history of life imsurance management in St. 
Louis. 


Although the object of this suit has been fre- 
quently statea, it is well to repeat that the 
receiver Of the defunct Mutual Company is 
endeavoring to recover from the heirs of 
William J. Lewis 1 sum amounting with in- 


terest to $30,000, representing the 
bonus alleged to have been received 
by Mr. Lewis as a Mutual director 


for voting in favor of the re-insurance con- 
tract and transfer of the Mutual assets to the 
Mound City Life Insurance Company. The 
scheme was affected through tbe agency of 
Charics H. Peck, an ex director of the Mu 

tuxl companv. who undertouk, as a broker,to 
effect the transfer and he succeeded. In after 
vears litigation was opened up by the 
Mutual receiver to recover salvage from the 
wreck, and the directors were individual y 
attacked for assenting tothe swallowing up 
ofthe Mutual! esta'e. Then the deposition 
mill was brought to bear upon the suits and 
the details of the Peck brokerage scheme 
were brought to the surface, shewing how 
the Mutual) estate changed hands through the 
puichased votes of the Mutual directors, and 
that the funds of the Mutual estate were 
used to pay the directors’ bonus. The Mu- 
tnal receiver, represented by John M. Glover 
and Thos. T. Gintt. alleges that all this 
amounted to a gross bre2ch of trust and that 
the Lewis estate should restore to the Mu- 
tual estate the amount alleged to have been 
received by the late director. Gen. Noble, 
representing the Lewis heirs, asserts that 
the late Mr. Lewis dia not receive anv of 
the slush fund as such; that no evidence 
is at hand to show that any 
of the mutual assets passed into his hands in 
that way. He further sets upthe defense 
that if any money, either of Mound City or 
Mutua! as-ets did pass into the hands of the 


Mutua) - directors, a compromise was 
‘ffeced in respect of this’ claim 
upon the direcors by Charles H. 


P. ck, who paid $25,000, and a freeand ful! 
discharge was given agxinst allthe Mutual 
direc ors by reason of that payment in com- 
promise. This compromise fund was con- 
tributed to by Judge Boyle and other 
directors, who preferred to pay . up 
ratber than meet a trial of a 
suit and exposure in the court. The original 
sum alleged to have been divided by Mr. Peck 
among fhe Mutual directors was about $160,- 
000. Suite were instituted against John G.- 
Priest, the Plant estate and Judge Buyle 
to recover the portions of the 
fund received by those directors. The 
Boyle suit was compromised on payment of 
$10,000. The Priest suit wenttotrial and 
judgment was recovered for $11,000. The 
trial prucveded this morning with some de- 


gree of acrimony on both sides, 
and there were some sharp ex- 
pressions between counsel whigh, added 


to the brusquerie of the court, imparted a 
lively inierest. Judge Lindley, replying to 
C.l. Gantt’s remark that in the whole course 
of fortv-tbree years experience at the bar he 
never heard of a devesition being objected to 
before it was offered in evidence,said: **Wel', 
you see, Oolonel, we are always learning 
something new.

> SINGULAR SUICIDES. 

The Record of Unusual and Violent 

Methods-of Shuffling Off. 
———=<>————— 


Determined Attempts on Life by Numer- 
ous Ways. 


—_—_—_- 


Coroner Frank is engaged in collecting and 
compiling some valuable statistics brought 
to his notice through his official position. An 
interesting subject in connection with this is 
that of suicide. The records of the oflice up 
to a few years ago are incomple'e and worth- 
less and but little of value io sta isticians can 
be gained from them. From the Coroner’s 
weekly reports some singular cases of suicide 
were obtained. The most remarkable case Ip 
the office is that of a Frenchman. concerning 
whose death in 1867 Joserh Laroux testified 
as follows: “I was rowingin the Merimac 
River near Fenton, when I{found askiff cut 
loose and floating slowly down stream. Ii 
contained a bloody revolver and a small bot- 
tle. I secured the skiff and a 
few hundred yards up stream 


I found arope tied toatree, and extending 
down into the water. On pulling this rope 
we found the body of the deceased hung to it, 
and reported the fact to the Coroner.”’ 
Deputy Coroner Praedicow held aninquest 
and after investigating the circumstances 
found that the deceased had committed sui- 
cide. He had first attached the rope to the 
tree, making an improved style of bhangman’s 
noose,which he carefully adjusted around his 
neck standing on the stern ofthe skiff. He 
then drank nearly an ounce of laudanum, 
which the bottle had contained as evidenced 
by the stain on the inside, and simultaneous- 
ly shot himself in the rizht tempte, throwing 
the vial and the revolver into the bottom of 
the skiff, whichhe kicked from under him, 
giving himself a drop of near'v six feet. Tne 


“dul thud” was mufiled by the 
sound of the water. On examining 
the body Mr. Praedicow «found 


& pistol shot wound in the right tempie the 
builet having lodged in -the front part of the 
brain. Tne neck was broken and the wind- 
pipe severed by the ere %-inch rope. The 
verdict rendered by the Deputy Coroner was 
the deceased had come “io his death by his 
owe hands by an overdose of laudanum aid- 
ministered by himself by a gunshot wound in 
the head, by the fracture ofthe third cervical 
vertebra and severance of the wind-pipe and 
by drowning.” This is no doubt the most re- 
markable case of suicide on record. 

A very mysterious case “as brought to the 
notice of the Corener in 1867. An unknown 
man took lodvings in a boarding hou-e near 
Second and Plum streets and -bowed signs 
of insanity. 
two days,and,fearing something bad occured, 
the proprietor and a police oflicer broke in 
the door. 
bed and stripped to the > waist. 
was purging from the mouth, 
apparently it was the result of a hemorrhage, 
On the floor beside the bed ther founia knife, 
the large biade of which was broken off with- 
in a fraction of an inch of the bandle, evi 
dentiv lately broken, as the ede of the steel 
waa clean. They examined the body care- 
fully, but could find no wound. The mouth 
was also examined, and the room. Every

fastening was set about the windows, 
and the door had been locked 
from the inside. No explanation for 


the broken knife and biood could be given, 
and apparently death was the result of natural 
canser, With which the brken knife in such 
suspicious proximity had no connection. At 
most it could not be a criminal matter, and 
the case ouly excited the interest of the Coro- 
mer and jhis deputy. A post-mortem exam- 
tion was made for private satisfaction, and 


it cleared up the mvstery. The man 
had committed suicide by stabbing 
himself in the left side between 


the lower ribs. The lips of the wound had 
completely closed without passing a drop of 
blood, and were drawn tightly tovether with 
the piece of steel, the end of which lav far 
enough heneath the +kin to escape discolor- 
ing the flesh, and near enough to the surface 
to pul/ the lips of the wound, which could 
not be more than a quarter of aninch long, 
ther, not leaving the slightest evidences 
ofastvb. The luny was penetrated bv the 
blade, and nearly an inch of the surface of 
the heart was found literally cut to mince- 
meat. The blade had become firmly im- 
bedded, and at each beat of the heart the 
slight motion caused a new incision. 
The records contain several instances of 
ola people who, tired of life, and shuffled off 


sho.tly before the app inted time of 
leaving fr the ehining shore. June 
26, 1877, Maria Kountz, aged 78 years, 


suspended herself by a clothes-line, in her 
own house, near Schirmer and Franklin 
streets, Carondelet, deliberately lifting her 
feet from the floor and strangling herself to 
death. Noaember 22, 1877, Timothy Hison, a 
carpenter, aged 8) years, Jumped from the 
bridge inio the middle of the river and was 
dréwned. Silvia Robinson, a decrepid oid 
colored woman, 79 years of age, took a fatal 
dose 0’ morphine, in the rear of No. 24 South 
Eleven:ch street, last December. 

Several vi lent and determined snicides by 
single method-, and where more than one 
route was tried, are recorded Aucust Was- 
serfurh, alias Walerford, took a iarve dose of 
chioral of bydrate in his room, No. 320 Myrtle 
street. The chloral did not bave the desired 
effect, andin addition to it he took a large 
dose of morphine. The combined effects of 
the drugs caused death, Wasserfunbr left 
the Linde!) Hotel, where he was bourding, 
a few days before his death. 

Theodore Findeisen, a civil engineer, on 
the night of March 23, 1880. cut the veins of 
his left wrist, and while dying from loss of 
blood crawled to the railroad track near 
the Fourteenth street bridge and, piacing his 
body across the rails under a freight car, 
waited until the train moved. He was dying 
When the cars passed over his legs. A ver- 
dict of suicide by shock and by cutting 
veins in his left arm was rendered. 

Pat Rafter, laborer, was found in his room 
near Twenty-first and Franklin avenue a few 
months ago with bis head almost severed 
from the body. While deranged he bad 
seizedarazor and slashed it bickward and 
f rwaid across his throat until life was ex- 
tinct. The neck was cut through within an 
inch from the back.

rom 1751 to 1870 the scientific world knew 
nothing in regard tothe history of the seal. 
The Smithsonian tostitution did not possess 
% perfect skin and skeleton of the seal, al- 
though thousands of men and millions of 
dollars have been employed in capturing, 
dressing and selling fur seai skins for the last 
hundred years, The vast breeding grounds 
bordering onthe Antarctic bave been entirely 
depopulated. Between the years 1797 and 
IS21 1 252,374 seal skins were taken in the 
Pribylovy Isiands: between 1821 and 1842, 
458,502 skins, and from 1842 to 1861, 372,000 
skins. Jathe vear 1868the number of skins 
taken was 242,000. in 1870 only 9,965 were 
captured. During the iast ten veuars the 
catch has been a littie less than 100,000 per 
vear. The whole number taken between 
1796 and 1880 was 3,561,051 skins. The seal 
catching is done in June and July. After 
that time the fur begins to “shed” and is 
worthless. The natives are paid forty cents 
a skin for their labor.

Over a Million and a Half Dol- 
lars Which the Rail- 
road Owes? 


Application for a Mandamus in the U. 8. 
Court—Arguments— What the 
Suit Means. 


Judge Miller never loses time. Withina 
minute after the close of the express suits he 
culled up the case of the Hannibal and St. 
Joe Road in the U. S. Circuit Court this 
mornirg. Judge Miller announced his read- 
iness to @pen the case at ten minutes to 12 
o’clock. After some little delay, the counsel 
for both sides announced’ themselves 
ready. Judges Miller, McCrary and 
Treat sat iu the case. The Hannibal 
and St. Joseph road was represented by Geo. 
W. Easley, its regular attorney, and Judge 
Swayne and Elihu Root, of New York. At- 
torney Gen. Mclutyre and Messrs. John BL, 
Henderson, Glover, Shepley and Shields, 
appeared for the State. Gov. Crittenden sat 


in the midst of the counsel for the State and 
was a very attentive listener. The court was 
crowded with local attorneys and prominent 
citizens. 

The questions at issue in the case have been 
repeatedly detailed in full in the Post-Dts- 
PATCH. [he whole number of bonds origin- 
ally issued by the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Riitroad was 3,000, eacn worth at par 
value $1,000, making the whole issue$3,000,000. 
The bonds were issued at twoeperiods. bear 
6 per cent. interest, payable semi-annually, 
onthe first day of January and July, and 
some of them run twentv and e'hers thirty 
years. One of these bonds bas since its is- 
suance been lost or stolen, a fact which is 
tu the benefit of the state, and there are now 
only 2,909 bonds in existence. The semi- 
annuat iaterest cn these bonds is, of course, 
790,000. In Kebruary, 1865, a legislative 
aet Was passed entitled *‘An act to reduce 
the indebtedness of the State.’ This act 
provided that, if at anv time the Hannibal and 
St. Juseph road sbould pay into the State 
lreasury asum equal to all the indebtedness 
due the state by said company and to all the 
liability Incurred by the state by reason of 


issuing such bonds, the State Treasurer 
should give to the railroad a_ certificate 
setting forth this fact. This, of course, 


wou'd result ina discharge of the lien on the 
road, hela by the state to secure the bonds. 
or several years the railroad took no advan- 
tage of the privileges of this law. But, early 
last spring, preparations were made to do so, 
and on the 20:h of June, IS81, the directors 
of the Hannibal and St. Jo eph rosd tendered 
to the state the sum of $3,090,000 asa full 
quitclaim of the debt to the state, from the 
road. The $3,000,000 was the face value of the 


bonds, as lirst issued, The 
290.000 was the semi-annual interest 
due on the Ist of July, 1881. 


ihe state, through its constituted representa- 
tives, objected on the ground that none of 
the bonds had vet matured, and that if the 
tender was accepted the state wont'd be liable 
for the accruing interest from duly 1, 1881, 
until the maturity of the ponds. Finaily, 
the money was accepted, and is now lying at 
the Bank of Commerce at New York to the 
credit of the istate. Mr. Chappell, the State 
Creasurer, however, gave to ihe representa- 
lives of the read areceipt for the money, 
‘*‘on account,”’ which was accepted, thus, as 
the state claims. holding the road responsi- 
ble forthe remaining iutere-t. Soon after 
Mr. Geo. W. Easley, the attorney of the Han- 
nibai and St. Joe road, demanded from State 
Treasurer Chappell a certificate, clearing the 
road from a!l indebtedness. Chappell refused 
on the ground that the money was only paid 
on account. Mr. EKaslev then went before the 
Supreme Court of the State of Missouri and 
asked fora mandamus to compel the State 
Treasurer to give the road the certificate 
asked for, 

To this petition the state demurred. On the 
10th of last December the Supreme Court re- 
fused the petition for a mandamus, and it is 
on this point thatthe matter was brought be- 
fore the United States Court this morning, 
the road still asking for the mandamus to 
compel the State Treasurer to release the 
road from all indebtedness. attorney Gen- 
eral Mclntyre said in bis argument before the 
State Supreme Court that ‘*This is a 
droposition really amazing and quite 
refreshing for its novelty, and, to 
say the least of it, quite inconsistent 
with all the legislation ever passed resvee - 
That thisis true will be 
seen by the fact thatif the $3,090,000 is de- 
cided to be a fu'l clearance of the railroad, 
the state willbe in the following predica- 
ment.

PITNEY TALKS. 


He -Divulges the Secrets of the 
Treasury Ring, 


And Proves That Secretary Sherman 
and Mrs. Sherman Were in it. 


Exciting Scene Before the Committee— 
Congressional—The Funding Bill 
—Political News. 


Sherman Exposed. 
Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Fevruary 9.—Ex-Custodian 
Pitney of the Treasury has revived interest 
in the contingent fund investigation by ad- 
ding something to his former testimony. 
Pitney asked to be recalled and 
when he appeared he _ stated that 
he had been informed that Upton and Lam- 
phere had contradicted his testimony with 
regard to the employes of the treasury having 
done work for Secretary Sherman, for which 
they were paid out of the contingent 
fund. He asked that that portion of the 
testimony of Upton and Lumphere 


referring to his evidence be read to him. 
This was done. It appeared Pitney had been 
correctly informed and Upton and Lamphere 
had contradicted him and had testified posi- 
tively that no emplove of the treasury had 
ever been paid out of the contingent fund for 
work done for Sherman. 

Pi ney then reafti.med his testimony that 
they had done such work, and had been paid 
for it out of that fund, and said he was pre- 
pared to prove it, and also to prove that Sec- 
retary Sherman and Mrs. Sherman knew that 
this work was so paid for. 

Senator Hale sprang to his feet, 
and with some show of indignation 
asked: “How dare you charge that Mrs. 
Sherman knew this?’ 

Pitney replied: “tl have received notes from 
her asking me to send men to do certain work 
on different occasions, and I have the notes 
here now.” 

He then produced certain notes proven to 
have 

BEEN WRITTEN BY MRS. SHERMAN, 
and requesting that workmen be sent to the 
Secretary’s residence. Pitney added that he 
bad received notes of the same kind from 
Secretary Sherman, and also produced them. 
Pitney then entered into details with regard 
to this work, and maintained that he could 
prove by the books and records of the 
treasury, thatthe work was paid for out of 
the contingent fund. The committee finally 


decided to call Upton and Lamphere 
and confront them with Pitney, 
also to have the books and _ records 


ofthe contingent expenditure present for 
examination in connection with the testi- 
mony. Some of the leading Stalwarts have 
quietly taken a great deal of 
interest in this investigation and great 
pressure was brought to bear upon Senator 
Logan to persuade bim to bring out all the 
testimony calculated to embarrass and injure 
Senator Sherman. 

MR. LOGAN, 
however,resisted this pressure,on the ground 
that his personai relations with Sherman had 
not been very pleasant and agreeable; 
that it was known they were not 
friendly and he did not want to do anything 
that would give color tothe eharge that he 
was actuated by personal motives. 

THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE 
this morning discussed the Question as to 
whether the Senate has the right to originate 
the funding bill, and finally the matter was 
referred to a tub-committee, of which Kelley 


is chairman and MKJandal! is a mem- 
ber. The tenor of the discussion 
indicated the sentiment of 


the committee to be that the Senate has no 
such right. If such committee decides against 
the rightof the Semate to originate such a 
billthen the Ways and Means Committee 
will proceed to frame a new funding biil, ig- 
noring the Sherman bill entirely. 

SENATOR SAUNDERS 
has introduced a bill to establish a new land 
district in northwestern Nebraska with the 
vic Ww of opening that part of the state to set- 
tlement. 


Senator Brown’s Schemes. 

WASHINGTON, February 9 —Senator Har- 
ris moved to-day to take up the resolution to 
elect W. 8. Brown, a Democrat, acting chief 
clerk, but it was defeated by the vote of Sen- 
ator Brown of Georgia, Davis of Illinois 
voting forit. The Democrats are very much 
incensed at Brown because of his vote, and 
saying he is endeavoring to get in a reputa- 
tion once more as a non partizan, in order to 


obtain certain federal appointments he wants, 
Senator Brown has been quite active in 
seeking federal appointments for Georgia, 
but the President has not been inclined to 
grant his request. Now, say some Demo- 
crats, Brown is endeavoring to shape his 
course so as to make it appear tnat he is not 
adverse to independent politics, inthe hope 
that it wi'lcommend him to the President. 
Another explaination of his vote. offered ty 
his critics, is that be has an idea that a great 
independent movement is developing which 
will carry the country in 1884, and that he 
wants to join it. He has not offered any ex- 
planation himself. 
WATTMOUGH’S RECORD. 

The President will be officially notified to- 

day of the action of the Senate Committee on 


Naval Affairs in adopting an adverse 
report upon the nomination of J. 
I Wattmough to be Pavmaster- 
General of the Navy. The committee 


investigated the charges against Wattmoughb, 
and agreed substantiaily that the evidence 
went to show that he had bought and sold 
supplies for the navy contrary to law, and 


that he stipulated that the transactions 
should be kept secret. In 
view of that fact the committee’s 


conclusion is of the opinion that heis nota 
fit man for the position, and that his past 
record is not clear Itis believed the Presi- 
dent will withdraw the nomination, 


Adjourned.

A QUEER DEATH. 


teinhard Dietsche Choked by Ammo- 
nia Gas at Lemyp’s Brewery. 

A peculiar accident occurred at Lemp’s 

Brewery on Cherokee street in South St. 


Louis yesterday afternoon, which has 
resulted in the death of one 
man, Reinhard Dietsche, and the severe 


asphyxiation of two o.hers. Shortly after 5 
o’clock Dietsche, who was the assistant en- 


gineer of the brewery, was ordered to discon- 
nect the ammonia pipesin the cellar of the 
brewery, that drug being Jlargely used 
in the manufacture of beer. By 
some unaccountable chance the ammonia gas 
had not been fully pumped out of the pipes, 
a circumstance which never occurred before 
inthe history of the brewery. Dietsche 
ascended 4a ladder to the place 
where the joint in the pipe was located, and 
unscrewed it. AS soun as it Was opeaed a 
large body of the gas burst out of the pipe 
into his face. He was at once asphyxi- 
ated and fell down from the ladder 
to the cellar floor, striking himseif upon the 
back of his head, and lying’ there 
unconscious. The gaz rapidly filled the 
cellar, where several other men 
were working at the time, and two of them 
were almost choked before they got out. 
Dietscue was at once picked up and carriea 
out, and although he seemed weak and 
low, it was not anticipated that 
be was dangerously wounded. He died this 
morning, huwever, at haif past 10, despite 
the constant attention of the two physicians 
summoned by Mr. Lemp. The imme- 
diate cause of his death was paralvsis 
of the heart, brought on by the accident. 
Dietsche is a man of forty-five,a sober, in- 
dustrious and eflicient engineer, who has 


been connected with the brewery for a 
lo.g time. He leaves a wife 
and four children comfortably provided 


for, as he Was a saving man with a good sal- 
ary. Theother two men are much better 
than they were last night, and it is expected 
that the effects of their asphyxiation will en- 
tirely disappear in a day or two. 

William Goerish and Rudolph Scherer, the 
two other men who were with Deitsche at 
the time of the accident, are both perfectly 
well and attendiog to their regular duties, 
the same as usual.
